A LETTER to the New York Tri- 
bune from Dalton, Ga., says: Recent 
discoveries in the gold mining regions 
of Georgia in Carroll, Murray and 
Dahlonega Counties, are such as to 
revive the interest which was turned 
away by the California discoveries of 
forty years ago.

The most ex- 
tensive work, however, is being done 
by the Ernestine Gompany, composed 
of Louisville people, who have in- 
vested $1,000,000 in machinery. It 
is said that $50,000 more will be in- 
vested in machinery near Dahlonega 
and Nicolsville, so well-known to 
miners of forty yearsago. Over 200 
stamps are in operation.

Improvement in Cotton Goods 


Trade. 





Reports from Southern cotton mills 
indicate a turn in the market for cot 
ton goods, and the prospects now 
seem to be very fair for a marked im- 
provement in this line of business. 
The mills at Augusta aud Columbus, 
Ga., the two largest cotton manufac- 
turing centres south of Baltimore, 
have gotten rid of the surplus stock 
which had accumulated on their hands 
and have been able to make a slight 
advance in price. While this advance 
is, of course, due mainly to the in- 
creased price of raw cotton, yet the 
other conditions of the trade appear 
favorable for such an adjustment of 
prices as will leave a margin of profit 
on all the goods turned out. Com- 
menting on these facts the Columbus 
Enquirer-Sun says: 

“The mills of this city have ad- 
vanced the price of plaids. Wecall- 
ed on several of the cotton manufac- 
tnrers yesterday and found all of them 
cheerful and hopeful. With one ac- 
cord they represent their stocks of 
goods low, and in two instances no ac- 
cumation at all. Trade for the past ten 
days has been brisk and goods are 
fast going into consumption, Cotton 
goods, compared to the raw mate- 
rial, are ridiculously low, and will far- 
theradvance,. It is pleasant to know 
our leading mills have each month 
since July exceeded their 1883 sales. 
This comparison is made in dollars, 
and when we remember the late low 
prices it means a very large increase in 
the volume of goods sold.” 





Copper in Northwest Texas.

The Cotton Trade—Its Present 


Position and Future 
Prospect. 


[Manchester Guardian. } 

The long continuance of the depression 
which has prevailed in the cotton trade has 
given rise te many perplexing and harassing 
thoughts in the minds of those who are in- 
terested therein. Are we as a manufactur- 
ing people being outstripped by other coun- 
tries? Is not the trade in Great Britain ex- 
panding much more slowly than in other 
countries? And if so, whence does it hap- 
pen? Does it not prove that other nations 
are outstripping us in the manufacturing 
race? And is there not a fear that the sun 
of England’s supremacy and prosperity has 
begun to godown? These and many other 
thoughts are constantly passing through the 
minds of manufacturers, and as one inter- 
ested in statistical inquiries the questions 
have often been put to me; and it has oc- 
curred to me that a statement of the posi- 
tion of the trade, with some thoughts as to 
the causes of the long depression and sug- 
gestons as to the remedies to be applied, 
may be of interest, and possibly of use, to 
your readers, 

Looking at certain statistics of the cotton 
trade apart from others, it would seem as if 
the cotton trade of this country was declin- 
If we 
take, for example, the increased quantity of 
cotton used upon the Continent of Europe 
and in the United States now as compared to 
former years, and contrast it with our own 
increase, this fact appears conclusive. Toil- 
lustrate this I will take the four years end- 
ing 1871 and compare them with the four 
years ending 1883. I take the figures from 
the cotton tables of Messrs. Ellison & Co.

Analyzing the above figures we see that 
while in Great Britain the average yearly in- 
crease in the consumption of cotton for the 
four years ending 1883,as compared to the 
four years ending 1871, was 408,500 bales, or 
fourteen per cent.; on the Continent of Eu- 
rope the annual increase in consumption for 
the same period has been 985,000 bales, or 
fifty per cent.; while in the United States 
the annual increase for the like period has 
been 1,004,500 bales, or about 100 per cent. 
Looking only at these figures, the conclusion 
seems inevitable that the cotton industries 
of this country are being supplanted by 
those of the Continent and of the United 
States. 

Let us, however, look at one or two other 
matters which effect this inquiry. And, first, 
I will compare the number of spindles in 
each of the divisions quoted. These are as

States, with a combined increase of 8,415,000 
spindles, have increased their consumption 
of cotton by 1,989,500 bales annually ; and 
comparing the number of spindles with the 





| cotton consumed, we find that whilst Great 
Britain, with 42,000,000 spi ndles, consumes 
only 3,271,250 bales of cotton annually, the 
| Continent of Europe and the United States 
| taken together, with 33,875,000 spindles, 
consume 4,961,250. 

In 1877 Messrs. Ellison & Co. calculated 
the production of yarn in Great Britain at 
thirty-three pounds per spindle, on the Con- 
tinent at fifty-three pounds per spindle, and 
in the United States at sixty-three pounis 
per spindle. The figures of to-day seem to 
indicate that since then the tendency of 
spinning in great Great Britain has been to 
finer counts, whilst on the Continent and in 
America it has been to coarser counts. Pro- 
bably also, both on the Continent and in 
| America, cotton may have been more or less 


applied to other purposes, and so have 
helped to swell the quantity used. 

We come now to another interesting in- 
quiry, viz: is the cotton which is consumed 
in America and on the Continent, after being 
converted into goods, used at home, or are 


the goods exported to other countries, and 
are they thus supplanting our own manufac- 
turers? We get an answer to this by com- 
paring the total amount of imports and ex- 
ports of cotton goods toand from these coun- 
tries. In this inquiry I have taken the prin- 
cipal manufacturing countries, viz: France, 
Holland and Belgium on the Continent, to- 
gether with the United States. I should 
have included Germany, but the complete re- 
turns for that country are not published. I 
gather, however, from what are published, 
that if the German returns could have been 
included they would not affect the point un- 
der consideration.

The above figures, which are all taken 
from official sources, show: 

1. That for the four years ending 1883, 
the value of the imports of cotton goods to 
the Continent of Europe and-to the United 
States exceeded the exports by £5,223,393. 

2. That for the four years ending 1883, the 
value of the imports of cotton goods to the 
Continent of Europe and to the United 
States exceeded the exports from those coun- 
tries by 48,151,926, being £2,846,533 more 
during the four years ending 1883 than dur- 





ing the four years ending 1871, and when 
we consider the fact that goods were very 
much cheaper at the latter period than the 
former, it proves still further that more cot- 
ton goods have gone to the Continent and to 
the United States latterly than was the case 
twelve or fifteen years ago. 

3. The figures also prove that the Conti- 
nent and the United States are not only 
themselves consuming all the cotton they use, 
but that they import goods from other coun- 
tries to the value of more than £2,000,000 





| yearly. 

| This brings us to another interesting in- 
| quiry having to do with the relative con- 
sumption of cotton goods by various coun- 
tries. The population of Europe, excluding 
Turkey and the United Kingdom, is about 
290,000,000, and that of the United States 
| about 50,000,000, or taken together, 340,000,- 
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ooo, and amongst these 340,000,000 persons 
there are 4,960,000 bales of cotton consumed 
yearly, besides £2,000,000 worth of cotton 
gcods which are imported from other coun- 


tries. 

The total population of the world is esti- 
mated by the best autorities to be 1,400,000,- 
000; and deducting the 340,000,000 of peo- 
ple in Europe and the United States from 
these it gives 1,060,000,000, or say 1,000,000,- 
000 persons outside the protectionist coun- 
tries who have to be clad; and if we sup- 
pose that besides the cotton which is manu- 
factured in Great Britain, there are 1,000,000 
bales consumed in the native manufactories 
of Inlia, China, Japan, etc., it still gives 
but 4,270,000 bales of cotton consumed 
yearly by the 1,000,000,000 of persons, as 
against 4 960,000 consumed hy the 340,000,- 
000, 

It will be clear then, that 1f the 1,000,000,- 
000 of people consumed as much cotton in 
proportion to the population as the 340,000.- 
000 do, then instead of using only 4 270,000 
bales they would use 15,000,000 ; and if the 
I 000 000,000 used as much cotton in propor- 
tion as the people of the United States do, 
there would be 38,000,000 bales consumed, 
or nearly nine times as much as is used at 
present. Perhaps the reader will say, if the 
demand for cotton goods should thus develop 
where is the cotton to come from? With 
fair cultivation two acres of land will grow a 
bale of cotton. In the State of Texas, 
which is one of the richest of the cotton 
States, there are 175,587,840 acres, so that 
this one State would readily grow the whole 
and much more than the whole of the 38,- 
000,009 bales if we should ever come ‘to 
need them. 

It may be thought that these calculations 
savor of extravagance. Why? Every one 
who has any acquaintauce with the earth’s 
climatology will know that the countries 
with the dense populations of the earth in- 
habit, as wellas those which are most likely 
to become colonized and populated, are 
tltose were coton is not only the most univer- 
sal, but by far the most desirable material for 
clothing. It is true that many of these people 
are as yet not fully civilized, but civilization 
is rapidly progressing, and with the construc- 
tion of railways and other means of convey- 
ance the trade of these countries is capable 
of very rapid and great expansion; and if 
our Government in its relations with other 
powers will only carry pe ce and good will 
and promote the development of trade, and 
if in planting our civilization our people 
leave behind them the vices of civilization, 
this rapid development of trade would 
speedily come to pass, and therefore it is not 
unreasonable to suppose that at a not very 
distant date there would be a demand for 
goods by the 1,000,000,000 equal in propor- 
tion to that of the 340,000,000, if not of the 
50,000,000, to which reference has been 
made, WILLIAM HOYLE. 








The Machine Shops of W. F. 
& John Barnes and How 
They are Heated. 


In the accompanying illustrations we pre- 
sent views of the works of W. F. & John 
Barnes, Rockford, IIl., showing also the pe- 
culiar method of heating these shops. 
Messrs Barnes & Co. furnish us the following 
description: 

These cuts will be of interest to all parties 
who manage factories, or who work in them, 
This arrangement of overhanging pipes is 
often questioned in regard to economy, and 
even possibility, as well as the comfort of the 
workmen. 

We have used this system several years 
and are more convinced each year that it is 
the best that can be adopted for factory use. 
Our workmen are perfectly satisfied, and we 
think that the record we give will hardly be 
equalled by any other style of heating as re- 
gards economy, and fire contingencies. 

At the time we made this report, we had 
not entirely completed our building, having 
in use only 400,000 cubic feet of space. As 
we use the same boiler for heating thut we 
do for generating steam to drive our machin- 
ery, we will have to give you the amount of 
coal used for the combined purpose, and 
allow those who judge to draw their own con- 
clusions as to the amount required for each 


purpose. 





This 400,000 cubic feet of space was heat- 
ed during the year whenever it was necessary. 
Ajlarge part®of the time the exhaust from the 
engine was all that it was necessary to use 
through the pipes. During the coldest 
weather of the season live steam from the 
boiler was turned on from time to time, as it 
was necessary. The pipes are arranged so 
that either or both can be used at the same 
time. 

The water from the condensed steam is 
trapped back into a hot well, and from this 





hot well pumped through a Berryman heater 








how these pipes are located in each of the 
rooms, their relation to the ceiling and the 
walls of the room, the machinery and the 
workmen. 

The cut of the building with broken walls 
shows the system of pipes for the complete 
circulation of steam through the different 
departments. Each floor has a separate feed 
pipe and drip pipes, and the whole combina 
tion is so arranged on the first floor that the 
engineer can at any time throw on or take 
off steam from any or all of the floors. 

At the time this report is made, we had 
run this system one year, heating the amount 
of space referred to, 400,000 cubic feet. We
